The  Disappearance  of  Childhood 

For  the  past  300  years,  we  have  been  refining  the  idea  of  childhood  and  proliferating  institutions 
for  the  nurturing  of  children.  But  it  now  appears  that  all  of  this  is  coming  to  an  end,  and  for  the 
same  general  reason  that  gave  rise  to  childhood:  Our  symbolic  environment  has  been  radically 
altered  by  the  electric  media.  , . 

The  electric  media  place  children  and  adults  in  the  same  symbolic  world.  The  most  vital 
cultural  information  is  accessible  to  everybody,  regardless  of  age  or  previous  training.  AN  ot  the 
secrets  that  a  print  culture  kept  from  children  —  about  sex,  violence,  death  and  human 
aberration  —  are  revealed  all  at  once  by  media  that  do  not,  and  cannot,  exclude  any  audience. 
Thus,  the  historic  basis  for  a  dividing  line  between  childhood  and  adulthood  begins  to  appear 

arbitrary  and,  according  to  some,  even  oppressive.  .

Performer  shares  joy  in  life

“Pippin’s”  leading  player,  Romona  Gibbons,  says  she  performs 
to  share  her  joy  in  life.  She  can  identify  with  “Pippin”  because  of 
its  message  and  feels  it  has  much  to  offer  the  Provo  audience. 

“I  love  to  perform,  I  have  to  perform.  I  feel  blessed  to  have 
talents  —  everybody  has  one  in  his  or  her  own  field  —  and  it’s  a 
sin  not  to  share  it,”  she  said.  “Musical  theater  is  my  forte;  it’s 
where  I  feel  I  shine  the  most.” 

Gibbons  dompeted  with  200  people  for  the  19  parts  in  “Pippin” 
and  received  the  part  she  wanted  most.
